Deceased was one of the drivers in the 
tw enty fou r hou r endu rance au tomo 
bile race at Morris Park race track 
k ana received inju ries 
from 
which 
later be died at a hospital and several 
others were bru ised when one of the 
contesting1 cars plu nged 
throu gh a 
fence at the side of the track and into 
the crowd of spectators. 
The car was 
a forty horse power Lozier, which was 
going at a speed of over sixty miles 
an honr. 
Smelser was stru ck and a 
floors of others were more or 
less 
bru ised. 
Smelser was th irty years of age and 
the son of M arshall Smelser and the 
nephew of 
Mrs. 
Emerson 
Hinch- 
man, 
of 
East 
Sixth 
street. 
He 
was the gu est of the latter iu this 
city abou t fou r years ago, at which 
tim e 
he was 
employed iu 
soiling 
typewriters. 
You ng Smelser was born north of 
this oity, and left here when 
he was 
eighteen 
years of age w 
“ Ju st three weeks ago L u ther es­ 
caped accident by driving his machine 
to the inside track over the rou gh 
grou nd and ou t again onto the track ,” 
said his m other, Mrs. M. H. Myers, 
of Indianapolis, “ when it seemed that 
an accident was u navoidable.”

E. H. Wolfe, who has recently 
retu rned from the battlefields of the 
Sou th, where he commanded his gal 
lent regim ent du ring the dark days of 
oivil war, brou ght back a Vir- 
ia dogwood cane, cu t. from the 
'battlefield of the Seven Pines, v* here 
15,000 men were killed in battle, ju st 
ou tside of Richmond, and presented 
the cane to Jabez Sm ith, who was 
one of the Colonel's “ boys.” 
The cane has a fine polish and on 
it are inscribed the nu m ber of men 
b ille d an the place of the battle When 
the colonel presented it to Mr 
Sm ith 
he made a brief presentation speech, 
no one heard bu t the two comrades in 
arms, bu t su ffise to say it wa* fu ll of 
m eaning and love which always a t­ 
tends su oh circu mstances. 


Thomas Brown, who was tried in 
the circu it cou rt yesterday for shoot­ 
ing John Peters with attem pt to com 
m it m u rder, was ^ fou nd gu ilty by a 
ju ry today and sentenced to a term of 
years, from two to fou rteen, in the 
S tate’s prison. 
The 
ju ry 
modified 
the charge in their finding, making 
au attem pt at volu ntary m anslau ghter. 
The introdu ction of evidence and 
argu m ent by the attorneys in the case 
was conclu ded last night, and Ju dge 
Sparks instru cted the ju ry this m orn­ 
ing. 
They took several ballots before 
reaching a verdict. 
The case of you ng Brown, who is 
hardly ou t of his teens, is another sad 
pictu re 
of life. 
His 
appetite 
for 
strong drink was hereditary. 
Brou ght 
u p in anything bu t pleasant su rrou nd­ 
ings, devoid of every u plifting influ ­ 
ence, the boy reached manhood with 
little conception of what was expected 
of him bv society, or what his du ties 
were as a good citizen. 
He u ndou bt­ 
edly had a seme of right and wrong, 
bu t there was no incentive for him to 
become a good character. 
In the face 
of this, tl e you ng man did remarkably 
well for several years, caring for au 
aged grandm other, and saving a few 
dollars, u n til hts worst natnr. got the 
better of him and now, the blot on 
his character, and one that w ill be 
bard to efface, can be attribu ted bu t 
to one thing, drink. 
He inherited it 
and he cu ltivated it; it was his b irth ­ 
right.

Old men w ith silvered hair, leaning 
heavily on canes, gathered abou t the 
sewer trench on Main street today and 
not a lew of them chu ckled w ith de­ 
light a s they looked down into the 
opening and were brou ght back to 
their boyhood days. 
Many were tl e 
tales of the early pioneer days recou nt­ 
ed, aod a look into the opening was 
a s taking a glimpse into a grave where 
the Past had long been bu ried. 
Excavating near the alley between 
Second and Third streets the laborerg 
came u pon several logs, abou t six or 
seven feet from the su rface, and be­ 
fore many more shovel [loads of dirt 
was throw n ou t, it was discovered 
that they had hit u pon an old cor 
du roy road. 
Soon axes displaced the 
shovels and picks, and the men are 
now chopping 
their 
way throu gh, 
some of the logs l>eing almost a foot 
in thickness. 
Nearly every 
variety 
of native trees were u sed in bu ilding 
the old road. 
Ru shville was “ born ” abou t 1819 
or 1820, and the road2was bu ilt abou t 
ten 
years later. 
A branch flowed 
u nder the road at the point where 
they are now excavating, and many 
times, du ring the 
w inter 
months, 
some of ou r grandfathers and grand­ 
mothers fou nd a deal of pleasu re in 
skating on the large stretch of ice that 
wou ld form east of this point 
Sou venir collectors were bu sy todav, 
and several will have canes made of 
the tim ber being excavated.

Bloomington, Ind., Oct. I.—The man 
Thomas Jaddls, or Tobias Gaddis, who 
last Tuesday night shot and killed 
Jesse Robinson, just after Robinson 
and other masked men had broken in 
the door of the Jaddis home in Shag- 
town, Indian Creek 
township, this 
county, with the evident purpose of 
whitecapping Jaddls, is under arrest 
and held in the Bloomington jail on a 
charge of larceny. 
The affidavit on 
which the charge is based was sworn 
to by William Stultz, a prominent far­ 
mer. who lives near the scene of the 
tragedy. 
The affidavit charges that Jaddis 
stole from the mother of Stultx seven 
cans of fruit valued at about $4, the 
theft taking place a few days before 
the killing. Mr. Stultz and the officers 
assert that these cans of fruit with 
their contents partly consumed were 
found In the Jaddls house immediate­ 
ly after he and his family had been 
brought to Bloomington to appear be­ 
fore the coroner, who, after investiga­ 
tion, gave an “excusable homicide” 
verdict and released Jaddis. 
An effort is now being made to show 
the attempted whitecapping was caus­ 
ed by petty thievery which had been 
carried on in the neighborhood. Many 
things have been missed, it is said, 
among them seven cans of fruit which 
Jaddis is now' charged with stealing. 
There is no mistaking the feeling in 
Indian Creek township, for the resi­ 
dents sympathize to a man with the 
family of the dead whitecapper and 
are very bitter against Jaddis. 
However, whether Jaddis is guilty 
or innocent of the charge 
placed 
against him or is the man who has 
been in trouble at other places, the 
fact remains, according to those who 
have watched the course of whitecap­ 
ping for years, that he has broken It 
up for all time to come. Old citizens 
predict that on account of the killing 
and the prompt action of the coroner 
in freeing Jaddis. no more "regulat­ 
ing” will be attempted In this region.
